W.?ltcr Gage, an indopoi- 
dent consultant living in 
.Sierra Madre. recently re¬ 
turned from a 10-day trip to 
Mexico where he participatccl 
in the XVI Pan American 
Federation of Engint>ering 
Societies Convention during 
Mexico’s Intcrnalional week 
of Kiigincrcring celebration. 
The convention was held at 
the Palace of Fine Arts in 
Mexico City. 

Gage presented a two-hiv'r 
illustated technical talk on 
“Graphical Picsentations in 
Cost Engineering” and pro- 
.sided as chairman of sev¬ 
eral technical seminars spon¬ 
sored by the Mexican Eco¬ 
nomic and Cost Engineering 
Society. He also assisted the 
Mexico City organizing com¬ 
mittee ip their efforts to 
bring a delegation from the 
Peoples’ Republic of China 
to the Mexico City meetings. 

Gage’s talk ceil tered 
around the need and vabje 
of "good, deal, rapid com - 
municatlcrs through the u.se 
of graphics, as applied to the 
practice of cost engineering," 
according to the Sierra Ma- 
cirean. 

Gage gave the same pre¬ 
sentation at the annual 
meeting of the American 
Association of Cost Engi¬ 
neers in Washington. D.C., 

, in July. 

According to Gage, Mexico 
has recently f.mnd oil in the 
amount of "as much as 
Saudi, Arabia, and we ough* 
to bo getting friendlier with 
the country . . . They arc 
in the same stage of de¬ 
velopment as the Peoples’ 
Renublie of China.” 

Gage believes that Mexi¬ 
co’s new president, Lopez 
Portillo, understand.' the full 
plight of the country’s fut?ire 
so far as oil is concerned. 
“Portillo believes that future 
generations will hold them 
accountable for how they 
deal with the issues ot live¬ 
lihood for the many poor 
people in the country.” 

According to recent publi¬ 
cations, abopat half of Mexi¬ 
co’s 72 million people arc 
under the age of 15, and 
Mexico has to come up with 
an answer on how to feed, 
clothe, house, educate and 
find jobs for these young 
people. 

Oil is extremely impo-- 
tant in helping solve the 
problems, bringing $20 bil¬ 
lion yearly in disposable 
income. The new president 
stresses that oil will not 
solve all the problems, how¬ 
ever. 

Jorge Diaz Serrano, direc¬ 
tor general of Petro 1 e o r. 
Mexicanos, the state oil en¬ 
terprise, said recently, “We

are sitting astride a sea of 
oil.” 

Although there is an ob¬ 
vious mood of optimism In 
Mexico about the country’s 
oil reserves. Gage states that 
Mexicans seem to realize 
they still have a way to go 
before exploration confirms 
that their reserves are com¬ 
parable to that of Saudi, 
Arabia. 

During the latter part of 
the week’s visit to Mexico 
Gage was a guest of Petrole.s 
Mexicanos (PEMEXi on a 
visit to their Tula refinery 
north of Mexico City and a 
flight to Ciudad del Carmen, 
Villhermosa, and adjacent 
petrochemical facilities, in¬ 
cluding a helicopter flight 
to the off-shore drilling 
facilities in the Gulf ot 
Campeche. _ 

Gage wos born in southern 
Arizona and attended school 
in Colorado and at the Uni¬ 
versity of Redlands, Red¬ 
lands, Caliifornia. He also 
received a certificate from 
the International City Man¬ 
ager’s Association in rrwini- 
cipal public works adminis¬ 
tration, and is a Icng-tlmc 
member of the American A.s- 
sociation of Cost Engineers. 

Gage was among the first 
to be recognized as a certi¬ 
fied cost engineer, and ex¬ 
plains his consulting job as 


an interest in the cost of 
petroleum refineri s and 
chemical plants. 

.\fter .33 years with C. F. 
Braun * Company in Al¬ 
hambra, Gage is now con¬ 
sulting cost engineer, and i.s 
"very much interested in the 
recent oil developments in 
Mexico with the va.st op¬ 
portunities thry present for 
the rapid modernization qf 
Mexico — and their parallel 
to the similar possibilities In 
the Peoples’ Republic ot 
’ Chirw — if large qu-antitles 
of oil are found in their 
off-shore areas.” 

Gage’s wife, Janet, a so¬ 
cial services consultant, and 
their daughter, Cathy Curtis, 
a high school teacher In 
Banning, accompanied Gage 
on the trip. 

Besides seeing the Ballet 
FolkToria, they went t o 
Cuernavaca, Tula, the pyra¬ 
mids at Teotihuacan and the 
famoijs mona.stery at Tepot- 
zotlan. 

Gage also said that a can¬ 
celled trip to Palenque may 
have saved th^lr lives Octo¬ 
ber 24 during ihc earth¬ 
quake. .A threatened airlines 
pilots’ strike caused the 
trip to be cancelled Gage 
said they rode out the earth-, 
quake safely In a Western 
Airlines jet on a runway of 
the Mexico Oty Airport. 


General Telephone admin¬ 
istrator pleaded guilty tc 
"occasional probl e m s” on 
.Sierra Madre telephone linos 
at last week's Chamber of 
Commerce meeting at Berge’.s 
Restaurant, but they also 
gave reasons for th.'ise prob¬ 
lems. 

H. C. .Allen, division man¬ 
ager, explained that tremen¬ 
dous gn.-wth was probably 
the most important factor in 
the increa.sed problems. He 
pointed to the gas crunch as 
the cause, stating that niofe 
persons are using the tele¬ 
phone for longer periods of 
time, and some persons are 
"putting data on the lines 
which ties up the lines.” 

Other problems? Teen - 
agors can really tie up iict- 
works, he stated, and illus¬ 
trated -1 problem at the 
Monrovia office recently 
when the Monrovia central 
office, the area serviced by 
nine different offices 
throughout the San Gabrioi 
Valley, was tied up by c.all- 
ers asking the time of day. 

Besides Siena Madre, the 
area serviced b>’ General 
Telephone' roaches from Ha.s- 
tings Ranch to Glendora 
with a 11 communities ie 
helween, Allen explained. 

"Sierra Madre doesn’t 
have enough trunks to 
handle the load and this 
causes inisdialing or dial 
tones following dialing,” Al¬ 
len stated. 

Switching is one of the 
problems, he said, since 
General Telephone hoo k s 
onto the Ontario Electronic 
Tandem Switching System. 
Dave Bowman, who is in 
charge ->f switching of the 
La Ihiente and Covina Divi¬ 


sion, was on hand to ex¬ 
plain that Pacific Telephone 
also has problems and that 
many of the difficulties Sier¬ 
ra Madreans have "are d*- 
rectly caused by inade • 
quacles of Pacific Tele 
phone.” 

Suzanne Budovec, service 
manager, and Chuck Beck¬ 
with, facilities mana g e r, 
were with Allen and Bow¬ 
man, available to answer 
questions. Budovec is in 
charge of billing and repair 
and Beckwith is in charge of 
installations fore both busi¬ 
ness and resident phones. 

How long will the prob¬ 
lems rontiriue? Allen stated, 
”By mid-1981 you .should 
have normal service. You 
should be seeing a differ-

Arthur Rohman, author of the following article and 
father of Marian Adkins, was a long - time resident of 
Sierra Madre before moving to Yucca Valley. Rohman's 
clever piece appeared in the Letters to the Editor section 
of the Hi-Desert Star. 

“Mr. President! Mr. President! The red telephone is 
ringing!” The secretary’s excited voice penetrated the Oval 
Office. 

"Now what does old Bullys'hov Brushoff want?” the 
President growled under his breath. "Last time ihe called 
lie wanted me to put the U.S. Air Force in moth balls — 
in return he would be more than happy to phase out 
prodtiction of 1917 Trotsky Class illowitzers. iMl tell 
you . . . .” 

"Mr. President, it is not Premier Brushoff — it’s Rud 
Hayes!” 

“Rud Hayes? I don’t know any Rud Mayes.’ 

“Mr. President, he says you do. He had your job once 
— 100 years ago.” 

“Oh, that Rud Hayes — Rutherford Birchard Hayes. 
President of the United States, 1877 to 1881. Well, the way 
matters have been turning maybe he’d like his old 
job back.”

Century fellows. But whether or not you’ll get two bed¬ 
rooms depends on what happens in November.” 

“Well, 1 won the nomination, Rud, and I’m in this 
election to win — WIN! It won’t be easy. Teddy Kennedy 
has been giving me a rough time in my own party. The 
public keeps shooting me down in the polls. Ronnie Rea¬ 
gan, the Republican nominee, is smooth-tongued and char- 
simatic. And tliere’s that potential spoiler, John Ajidcr- 
son, running as an Indeperwlent.” 

"The 1980 election is going to be exciting, Jimmy. A 
rumor is going around up here that it could be thrown 
into the House of Representatives. ’I’hat’s another reason 
I’m calling, because that’s exactly what happened to me.

To break the deadlock, a bi¬ 
partisan elector commission of seven P.epublicans, seven 
Democrats, and one Independent was appointed. 

"Do you know, Jimmy, that commission started count¬ 
ing on Februarj' 1, 1877, and tJie boys did not emerge 
from their smoke-filled room until three days before the 
Inauguration. Between November 7, 1876, and March 2, 
1877, the American people did not know who their Presi¬ 
dent was to be. 

"During that “suspen.se-filled montii, Jimmy, the one 
Independent member of the commission (Supreme Court 
Justice Davis) retired, and a Republican (Justice Bradley) 
was s-ubstituted. Ibat did it. All of the 20 disputed votes 
were voted Republican, and I became the 19th President 
of the United Slates, winning by just one electoral vote, 
185 to 184.”

Study Confirms Need 
To Conserve Water 


The U.S. Department of 
Energy and the California 
Department of Water Re- 
.'•ources n'ccntly announced 
the formation of a joint pro¬ 
gram in California to en¬ 
courage and facilitate the 
rapid growth of small hydro¬ 
electric projects at exi.sting 
sites in California. 

The program will be joint¬ 
ly funded by the two agen¬ 
cies and will include techni¬ 
cal symposiums, publication 
information, and meetings to 
help owners develop suitable 
sites. 


Approximately 300 poten¬ 
tial .small hydroelectric sites 
have been identltied in Cali- 
fornia with a total capaciity 
of 500 megawatts, enough to 
serve the electrical needs oi 
one million people. Develop 
ment of these sites could 
eliminate the need to burn 
four million barrels of oil 
each year In conventional 
thermal power plants. 

The Department of Watei 
Resources heads the Gover¬ 
nor’s Task Force on Small 
Hydro Development, compri 
sing nine state ngencie.s in 
volved in energy. 


Savings Bonds Interest Rates Up 


Secretary of the Treasury 
( 1 . William Miller recently 
announced that President 
Carter approved n 1% in¬ 
crease in the interest rate 
paid on United States Sav¬ 
ings Bonds and Savings 
Notes. 

The President acted after 
.signing legislation permit 
ting the Secretary of th.’ 
Treasury, with the Presi¬ 
dent’s approval, to raise Sav¬ 
ings Bond interest rates by 
up to 1% during any six- 
month period. Previously tb*- 


interest rate ceiTing was 
fixed by statute. 

The interest rate on Series 
EE Bonds purchased on and 
after November 1. 1980, is 
being increased from 7% to 
8%, compounded semian • 
nually, when the Bonds are 
held to original maturity. 
The term to maturity is 
being shortened from 11 to 
nine years. 

The interest rate on Series 
HH Savings Ponds purchased 
on and after November 1. 
1980. is being increa s e d 


from 6'1'/, to I'.i'/i to their 
original maturity, winch re 
mains at 10 years. Interest 
on these bonds is paid semi¬ 
annually by ehock. 

All .iu*standing Series E, 
EE, H and HH .Saving-r 
Bonds, as well as outstand¬ 
ing Savings Notes (Frc'c'dom 
Shares) will alshodihaoorla 
Shares) will also benefit from 
a 1% increase to their next 
maturitie.s.
